— The diBcovpryof 
the decapitated body of a woman Satur 
day morning between some bashes in 
•n old arohard at Fort Thomas, Kj 
Wilida 100 TMds of Alexandria pike, 
WM grewwoM orktaBM of • honible 
crime coaunltted in the daxkneia of the 
preceding niRht. 

The head had bepu curried away, with 
a Tiew, moat probably, of ONMMdi 
tb« id«Btit7 of the rictim. 

ftrwTfhtaff in tho mrrovnding con 
ditfoM pointed to a ttniUo itrvggle 
haring taken place before tho woman 
teceired her death blow. Who ihe waa 
or where ahe came from are mjrateriee, 

From the position of the body it was 
evident that the woman had been throw 
down violently and then her head de- 
liberately Kevered with a dnll knife 
The severancf' was mode below the fifth 
vertebra. JiKl^inK by the pool of blood 
life had been extinct fnmi four to eight 
hours when the Imdy was found. 

The dotliiiig of the woman was of 
poor qualitv. The dress was light blue 
and white, fiinuU pattern check, of cot 
ton, worn tij^ht a<'ross the back and 
loose in front. She also wore a dark 
bine skirt and a union nuit of under 
wear. On her liaiids was a pair of tiui 
kid gloven, well woiii. The Mack, cloth 
topped sho<'s were of line ([ualitj, in 
contrast to the utlier clothing, and were 
marked Within "Louis Hays. Clreen 
castle. Ind., •.'2-11. »;•_',■».">><." H<'r srock- 
iiigs \\eie l)la< k ami (iiiile new. The 
rubber-, were ol.l and worn at the heels 
The ctii.M f ha<l evidently been ripped 
open and tmii froni lier body during a 
struggle which took jilace near where 
it was touiKl. (. lose jjy was a piece of 
the dress, al'-o with blood on it. 

Undertaker White of Newp<jrt, un 
der the direction of the coroner, re- 
moved the iHxly to Iuh establishment, 
where buudreds were gathered through 
oat the afternoon and eveniuff to aee 
t^e bo^ ittd dfawoM the hoRiUetng 
edj: 

The woman appeared to be about 80 
years old, and Dr. Tingleygave it as his 
opinion that she had been a mother. He 
foTud a cnt acrosR the fingers of the left 
hand, received as she grasped the blade 
of the knife in the hands of her tlajer, 

Search was begun at onoe for the 
head of the murdered woman. SoTeral 
ponds in the Ticiuity were dragged 
without sn c c cM . There was not the 
slightest clew to the direction taken by 
the murderer. Parties were formed, 
and every foot of ground within aradi 
us of half a mile searched. The search 
ers were stimulated by a reward of $50 
offered by Campbell county authoritiea 
for the recovery of the head. 

Sheriff Plummer sent to Seymour, 
Ind.. for two bloodhounds to assist iu 
the search for the head. They anived 
ubout tt o'chx'k and were taken to Fort 
Thomas at once, after first visiting tin 
bu<ly at White's morgue. They wei( 
put upon tile trail, and it was with the 
ntmost dittii ulty that they could keep 
it, owing to the tranii)iiig of sightseeis 
in the vicinity. They follovv<'d the trail 
along the fence from the s tMie of tlio 
murder to the Ale xander piki'. whic'i 
they followed for a dislaiire of ■,'() yanii 
or so. The dogs made so many breaks 
that the plan was temporarily abMi 

(toned. 

Later in the evening the dogs weii 
again i)ut on tlie trail This time they 
were more successful. Taking the samo 
direction as at first, the dogs kei)t on 
the pike for seveial hundred yards 
Leaving it they climbed over a littl 
hill ou the Foi t Thoma« side of the 
road, going in the diiwtion of Coving 
ton reservoir No. 2. Arriving at the 
south end of the reservoir tlie hounds 
kept the trail along the side until they 
reached the uuddlt> of its south side, 
■ where they stopperl. 

The oSioers came to tlu^ conclusion 
that the head, which they suppose must 
have been wrappe<l iu the woman's 
clouk, which is also missing, was 
thrown into the reservoir. The reser 
voir will be dragged. 

Who ooold have committed the hein 
ons deed is u queeticm that has not yet 
been solved. At first it was thought 
that some soldier of the fort might bo 
the guilty one. Ckilouel Ooohran, the 
fort commander, ordered • rigid Much 
to be made of the barracks and the ao- 
ooutrements, which was done. No sus- 
picions circamstanqe that could opuneot 
any soldier with the orima could be dla- 
covered, and Colonel Cochran was satis- 
fled that the guilty man w«tto be looked 
for outside the foit. 

Musician Ulrey of AIQHy E, and 
Private Grimes of Company D, stated 
that they were standing in front of A. 
Riedeiuatter's sal(H>n on Friday night at 
11 o'clock, when thi y notix ed a woman 
and muu coming aiKtss from the oppo 
site side of the street. .\s tliey weio 
standing neai' the (crossing, and Just un- 
der the light, they got a fan- view uf the 
couple. 

They said the woman's stature and 
color of dress coiTesponded with tliat ot 
thu murdered woman. 8ho was a blonde 
and wore a d;uk, broad-brim hat, with 
u large white plume ucross the crown. 
They t<Kik particular notice ot hrr, ow- 
ing to her attraetiTeuesH, and to tlie 
fact that she was strange to theui. Slie 
wore a dork cape with au opera colloi-, 
which reaohM wtil down over her 
dress. 

Thm thovbt her eomMiioa was one 



of the uiemr.eis or Company K. in citi- 
zen s d.ithiiig and as the eouple passed 
Up t.ie street, they lollowed, and up. ill 
overtaking th<Mi> I. hi'y saio; "Meilo, 
Manning." tie lecciveii no sign of rec-

MMuar* and th« Bill May Never Becoiue 
a Iaw— Progism «f tke Hoose mati 
Senate. 

W.vsmxoTOX, Feb. 3. — The long 
Struggle iu the senate over the question 
of the free coinage of silver terminated 
iu a victory for the friends of free sil- 
ver. The substitute for the house bill 
was passed by a vote of A'i to 3'j. Its 
title was changed so as to make it read: 
"To restore the coinage of sUtST dollars 
and for other purposes." 

The bill as it now stands provides 
that from the date of the act the mints 
of the United States shall be open to the 
coinage of silver, and fh(> dollar shall be 
of the present weight and fineness, and 
also pnivide> tor the oxche<iuer certifi- 
cates. It f lu ther provides for the coin- 
age of the seigniorage now in the treas- 
ury, and authoriies immediate issue of 
certificates upon fhe sama in adtaace of 
its coinage. 

Cue section of the bill provides that 
no bank note of less than $10 shall here 
after be inned, and those outstanding 
of less amount shall be taken up and 
canceled as soon as possible. 

Section 4 provides that the greenbacks 
and treasury notes shall be rraeemed in 
standard silver doDars. or in gold coin, 
at the option of the tr ea s tury, and the 
greenbacks, when so redeemed, shall be 
immediately reissued. 

All the sections of the house bill are 
struck out. The bill now goes to th 
hou.se for concurrence in the substitut' 

PROGRAM OF CONGRESS. 

Probable Prnc««<linsii For the Week Id 
Hiitli the H<iii«. hikI Senate. 

Washi.noton, Feb. 3.— The important 
features of the week's proceedings in 
the house will be inoonnection with tlie 
resolution to censure Ambassador Bay- 
ard, adopted by the foreign affairs coiii- 
niittee, and the senate free coinage sul 
Stitute for the house bond bill. The 
resolution eensmiug Mr. Bayard will 
probably precipitate an exciting contest 
o'l tli j ll'jor, but will dovibtles8.be adopt 
0.1 vs'hen it re.i;'hea a vote. 

When the free coinage .substitute for 
the house bond bill is returned to the 
hou^e .01 t riiiit may be iiiaite by the sil- 
ver men t i '•oii -ur iii the sabstituto. 
Such jii aniiiipi w "iild. of "■oiirse, be 
defc.;te(i, as th.' iiiajoi iry against silver 
in tln' lower br.iiicli of congress is ovei - 
wlu niiiiig. but it iiiivl t be made in 
oroer to put the ne uibers on r»;cord. 
The bill, ai e.iii.ing to the recent pro- 
gram, will I).- iiniiiediately lereiii'il to

The District of I'olumiiia bill is still un- 
der coiivid.Tation. The agricultural 
and army bill have bt^en reported and 
the Indian bill is almost ready. They 
will piooably be taken up in the onler 
named. 

The senalfe has no well defined plan 
for this week's proceedings. It is pos- 
sible, though by no means certain, that 
the finance committee will be able to 
report the revenue tuinff bill ou Tues- 
day, the matter still depending ou Sen- 
ator .lones of Nevada. If the bul shouM 
be reported there will probably be some 
desultory speeoh-moldug, based upon it, 
but the consideration of the measm-e 
would scarcely be .seriouly begun this 
week even though a report should le 
secured Its promptly as is hoped by the 
friends of the bill. 

The committee on appropriations will 
claim a good shore of tlie time that the 
senate will be in session. The urgent 
deficiency appropriation lull has alieady 
been reported, and the luilitaiy academy 
and pension bills will be jiut in early jii 
the week. None of these will excite 
any prolonged debate, and it is alto- 
gether jirobable that all will be dispo>ed 
of before the week closes. The Cuban 
and Monroe doctnin ■ i • sol ni ion> are also 
on the c.ileiidai'. ami c.iu be taken up at 
any time. 

There IS more or less exi'cutive busi- 
ness to claim uKeiitioii, ami the general 
calendar lias been growing rapidly as 
the result of committee woik. while the 
silver bond bill has been claiming the 
attention of the senate. I'nder the.se 
ii'cumstance.^ the week bids fail' to be 
one of diversified interest Wtlh no One 
topic claimiug attention.

Fcj. ,'}.— 'ihe celebrated 
case of Dr. AiJiur Uuestrow, the St. 
I^KMiis millionaire, who has been on trial 
<luring the past month for the cold 
bl.xxled murdi r of his wile and baby 
two ye.iis .igo, elided yesterday, th» 
jury returning' .i vch.k t of guilty lu the 
first tlegree. Afti'r arguments that took 
np the greater portion of Saturday and 
lasted tmtil almost midnight, the case 
wiis given to the jury, the members of 
which went to rest without considering 
it. Yesterday morning the jary took 
up the case and on the first ballot unani- 
mously found the defendant guilty of 
mm-der in the first dejri ee. The result 
was reached without nmr ii trouble, eadi 
member of the jury* emingly having 
settled the case i.m his own iiimd in thu 
interval between midni;jht and morn- 
ing. This verdict is leceiveil with itl- 
most uiiivers.il satislaction. This is the 
si'< on(l trial that Dr. Duestrow has had 
on tile charge ' f in iirder. the first one 
resulting in a Iiuiil'- jiiiy last year. 

The terrible crime with which he was 
cliargi'd was committed in February. 
ISi'Il One day that month his wife 
an<l child were at home iwaiting his 
coming to taR'' ,i drive When he came 
into the liua>e Uiie>tiow. vvho wa.s 
drunk, beiiaii to abuse his wife and 
tlnally shot her down in cold blootl. 
He then picked uji his ;< year-ohl boy, a 
lieautiful child, and, holding it at arm's 
length, killed it with a pistol shut 
through the head. His wife lingered 
for .sttveral days and finally died. 

Afcer his arrest l^uestrow, with the 
help of his fortaiie, tried to avert the 
consequences ot his crime. Ex-Govemor 
Johnson, who is credited with being 
one of the finest criminal lawyers of 
this state, was given charge of the case, 
and was assisted by Colonel Nat Ih^- 
den, Chtirles Nolaud and J. Wesley 
Booth. Prosecuting Attorney Zachw- 
itz of St. Louis was assisted hy Judge 
Bolte, prosecuting attorney of Irankim 
cotmty; Judge Uallenkamp and Lee 
Merriwether. Conusel for the defense 
endeavored to establish a plea of insan- 
ity, but after two inquiries held before 
juries in which much exjiert testimony 
was beard on both sides, it was given 
up and the case came to trial in Union, 
a change of venue having been taken 
from St. Louis. The first tnal ended iu 
a hung jm-y. 

Throughout the last trial before .ludgo 
llir/el. ( ;ove; iior .lolmson .md his ;is- 
si.st.iiit.> kept uji the insanity idea and 
were ably vecoildeil by the defemUnt, 
who eiideavuHHl to create the iin|)ressii in 
tlKit he was crazy. 

When the loiilf of the jury's deliber- 
ations w.is iii.id(' known yc-terday 
Due^trow's counsel stated that an ap- 
peal to the supreme court would be 

made. 

Diiesti'ow received the verdict calmly. 
He >.it smoking a cmarette as tlie judge 
read tlie |)aper handed in by the jury. 
As fai' as e.xternal appearances go, be 
was the coolest man in the courtroom.

When 
he hturttid Gomez and Maceo were both 
iu Pinar del Kio province, and it was 
thought they would try and Join their 
eommands. but at San Antonio, General 
Mann leaiiied that (ionic/, had n;- 
cro.ssed the line, going east again 
Cieiiv'ial Marin turned about and went 
to Cjaivicuu, afterward going to Meleua 
where there was a shirmish yesterday. 
It N« as supposed tu be Qeneral Qomea's 
rear guiu-d, but no report of it is ob* 
tuuiuble. 

Gomez and his followei-s are in Ha' 
vana province, east of famed "military* 
wall. Maoeo with his men are reported 

to be still in Pinar del Bio piovinoe. but 
moving east and nut for from the border 
of Mavouu province. 

Great activity continues along the 
so-called strong Spanish line, which is 
being strengthened every day in erder 
now to prevent, if possible, Maceo from 
crossing etistwimi luid joining Gomez. 

The insurgents derailed u freight 
train of 80 cars last evening near Poso 
Keiuloiido, a small station alxiut .seven 
miles north of liafaliaiio. Eighty Span- 
ish infantry lu-t-tjiupanied the train, 
which had an armored car. The rebels 
hiding ill ihe eauefields ojiened fire, but 
tlie Sjiaiiish .soldiers drove them oti' ,iiul 
sav ed the propi-rty in the cars, 

.\ report has hi-eii nceived iiom Man- 
/.auillo that the well known insurgent 
leader. Francisco K.ibl. has died froiu 
wounds received in battle.

Bill Bmbodylnff Their Wanti Intro- 
dll«e4iatll«Llfi8latura-NtWS 
jnroa FTMkfort. 

The Frankfort rorrosiiondent of the 
LMcington Leader saya that the fourth 
oliia eitiM b«v« feRNcd apon a bill of 
amendmenta and repeals which was pre- 
sented in the Hooae Friday. Tiie bill 
voDtains many important ohangM. chief 
among which are the following; 

Section 1 provides authority to tax and 
regulate wagons, dnju, hackl, livery ve- 
hicles, pork houiea, exchangee, tele- 
graph, insurance and expreM office*, 
hotels, club houses, carriers of Iralffht or 
passengers within the city. 

Section 2 gives to the city power to 
erect a work house, poor honae, station 
hoase, house of correction, bnrlal grounds 
and public library. 

Section f! empowers Board of Council 
to prescribe punishment fur persons who 
shall moleat or damage any eyitem of 
water works ; to establish and mantain 
a pound and provide for the impounding 
and keeping of stray stock ; to authorize 
the destruction of dogs running at large. 

Section 4 provides how all judgments 
rendered by the City Oourt ouiy be col- 
lected. 

Section 5 (dves the Board of Council 
power to require property owners to pave 
and improve sidewalks fronting their 
propertiee. 

Among the other provisions are regu- 
lations as to atreet improvements, etc. 
The Committee of Monidpelitiei will 
doubtless recommend favorably the bill 
of amendments and repeals and it will 
pasa both Hoosea.
